And the said mission in addition
1o ity other powers and franchises is hereby authorized to
retain all such grants, gifts and devises so made, and to
hold and use the same, u.nd to sell, convey, mortgage, let
or otherwise dispose of the same for objects and purposes
of such mission. And the said mission is also hereby au-
thorized to receive either by purchase, gift, grant or devise
and to hold and use the same for the purposes of such
mission, any real and personal property, and may sell,
convey, mortgage, let or otherwise dispose of the same
or any part ‘thereof for purposes and objects of such
mission.
